A comparative survey showed 


today that troop strength, great- 
ly augmented during the year, 
averaged 448,200 against the 
1966 average of 299,281. Casual- 
ties in 1967 totaled 9,353 killed 
and 62,00-1 wounded, a percent- 
age of 
15.9 The percentage 


killed was 2,08, wounded 13.8. 


Total casualties in 1966 were 
5,008 killed and 30,093 wounded, 
or 11,7 per cent of the average 
number of men engaged. The 
percentage killed was 1.66 per 
cent, wounded 10.05.

Q—Is drinking cold beer on 


an empty stomach harmful? 
Is it harmful to drink three or 
four beers in a short time? 
Can one become an alcoholic 
drinking that much every day 
and would it damage the 
brain?

eration on an empty stomach 
is not harmful except that 
rapid chilling of the digestive 
tract aggravates colitis. If 
three or four beers are taken 
in rapid succession, some d.e-

Would drinking three or four 
glasses of wine a day cause 
hypertension? 


A—Whether a wine is 
"dry" 


or sweet is not as important 
as whether it is a table wine 
(about 10 per cent alcohol) or 
a fortified wine (about 20 per 
cent alcohol). Some persons 
who are past 50 are benefited 
by taking a small amount of 
alcohol in the evening to help 
them relax. This would tend 
to prevent, rather than cause, 
high blood pressure.

Adam Clayton Powell says Con- 
gress has reversed Its position 
oft civil rights since his expul- 
sion from the House of Repre- 
sentatives last March I, He says 
it Is how cutting away earlier 
civil rights gains. 


Powell, 
making his 
third 


known trip to the United States 
since his selMmposed exile in 
thj Bahamas in late 1966, said 
he would kick off his tour with a 
walk today through Watts, Los 
Angeles' primarily Negro dis* 
tt let, "to meet with all my soul 
brothers," 


The 69-year-old Powell, from 


New York's Harlem district, 
s:lll faces arrest on criminal 
contempt 
charges 
stemming 


from his failure to pay a libel 
judgment against him. He won 
i 1967 special election but did 
not claim his seat In Congress, 


He said he would not return to 


New York because he was "a 
victim of that obscene, Illegal 
court order." 


Powell also said he feared 


riots if he was arrested in New 
York, where he Is pastor of the 
Abyssinian Baptist church. 


At a news conference follow- 


ing a flight from Miami Monday 
night, Powell said he had been 
Instrumental in obtaining "jobs 
and education for poor whites 
and poor blacks." Now, he said, 
Congress is "cutting that away 
as fast as it,can." 


He said the United States is 


now "engaged In a second Civil 
War" and that he plans speech- 
es on "the black revolution." 


The passage of civil rights 


laws, 
Powell said, 
"hasn't 


meant anything. There were 
two riots in Watts and it didn't 
improve one bit—except for one 
nice picnic." He apparently re- 
ferred to last summer's Watts 
Festival. 


"The United States becaim- a 


republic," Powell said, "be- 
cause a black man was killed on 
the Boston Commons. And it 
just might be necessary that we 
recover our democratic spirit 
by having a few more people 
die." 


He said he would meet next 


week in Bimini, his homo in the 
Bahamas, with his attorney, Ed- 
ward Bennett Williams, to plan 
legal action against Congress 
and the courts. 


He said lie was asking the fed- 


eral courts "to rule on the law 
and not on racism" in his case. 


Powell said he would talk at 


the University of California at 
Los Angeles Wednesday. Later 
talks are scheduled at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Duke, the 
University of Florida and other 
colleges 
and universities, he 


said.

sition—plus a flurry of patriotic 
oratory—when the House voted 
last Nov. 17 by a 211 to 27 mar- 
gin to consider it.

August Engel: 
Master of Detail 
in Newspapers

, August Engel, 18, editor, 
publisher, and owner of the 
Arkansas 
Democrat since 


1926, died in Little Hock Won* 
day —one of the few newspaper- 
makers of our time who knew 
every detail of a business which 
Has grown big and complex. 


He was the living refutation of 


the theory that a successful busi* 
Hess executive can't be bothered 
by details. He started at 1? in the 
business office of the San Antonio 
(Texas) Light, moved to the busi- 
ness office ofTthe New^dflealts 
Item, and in 1911 bee&trie busk 
ness manager of the Arkansas 
Democrat when it was purchased 
by his predecessor, Elmer E. 
Clarke, in partnership with John 
MsBranham of Chicago. 


In 1926 Mr. Engel bought out 


Mr. Clarke, and later Mr. Bran- 
ham —and the boy who dedicated 
his life to 'mastering detail be- 
came head of his own publishing 
house. 
'His life story carries emphasis 
for American youth because it 
Spells out a side of the news- 
paper business which the public 
seldom is told. To the public a 
newspaper is something for news 
and editorials and advertising. 
But it is also a complex manu- 
facturing industry — and Mr. 
Engel's is the story of one who 
mastered it from the bottom up. 


His carreer covered the cotton 


depression of 1920, apd the great 
depression* that.began in 1929 — 
perilous times for -every busi- 
ness. But the young business- 
office apprentice* from Texas did 
his,detailed job well and saw his 
enterprise through to safety. 
1 If there is an example of 
thoroughness in attention to de- 
tail it is August Engel's life - 
and -the success of Arkansas' 
evening state paper is his monu- 
ment.
